. OF the other versions current among the 
Chinese, we -may mention one which differs: 
so materially from the previous that it.re- 
ely a man of no ordinary oredulity to be- 
eve it, : 
The names of the district, village and 
family correspond, and the date of death 
‘aleo corresponds But the name of:the man 
whore soul had tranemigrated into the re- 
cently-defunot corpse was. not Ahoi, nor was 
he the elder brother of the deceased, indeed 
he was no rélation at all. ‘The men whose 
soul had transmigrated is said"to have be- 
longéd to the family of Woo, living in the 
game district butin a neighbouring village, 
somewhat isolated from that of the deceas- 
ed, The ‘body when revived stared. ell 
round in great amazement and wanted 
to know how he came to be there, He 
gave those around him to understand that 
he had'died mote than a month earlier 
than the deceased. That when he-got down 
to Hades, the ruler there told him that he 
should not havo died and ‘sent him back to 
this world, ..That as his corpse had by that 
time been all decomposed, hé was told to 
«« porrow” the body of the recently deceased 
tocome to life again. After saying this 
much, he wanted to leave the house in ‘order 
to return: to-his own family. He was na- 
turilly detained, Meantime the matter had 
reached the ears of the father, who repaired 
to the Lo family with the view of claiming his 
son, He was, however refused admittance, 
andthe matter, it is nid, would form the sub- 
ject of litigation. The body was that of the 
son of the Lo family, while the soul was 
thot of the Woo family. . If ever the case 
came into Court, it would require more than 
Solomonaic wisdom to settle the point. 
However, we may rest assured his Worship 
the magistrate of Poonyii will not be trou- 
bled with such a knotty question, as on the 
face of it the story is go absurd, Never- 
theless, it has gained wide circulation among 
-the Chinese, and this shews how far Chinese 
belief may be worked up to.

doing here, business being very dull gener- 
ally. Since the 26th of March last we have 
only had one or two slight showers, which 
have done little more than lay the duat for 
a few hours, . Farmers began to despair of 
their crops. We are all anxiously looking 
for rain, as, irrespective of the serious 
injury'its-absence will entail on “the pro- 
vince, we are daily blinded by the local dust 
storms whigh the groat winds have called 
into existence. This spring has been 
uuusually boisterous. 

Jit may interest you to know that a great 
avd constant immigration is going on here 
from Shantuug. Every or nearly. every 
junk brings over a number of Shang-ling 
men, who at once proceed to the wild and 
untilled couutry in the north of + anchuria, 
Tho reason of this great immigration I find 
to be adread whioh has taken possession of 
the Shantuog people, that a great f.mine 
‘will devastate Shantung-in consequence of 
the drought which has existed there for 
some time. We fear that these poor people 
may be jumping ont of the frying-pan into 
the fire, —~ es : 

The few ships in harbour are ready to 
proceed to sea with the exception of the 
Salacia, and unless some vessels enter the 
harbour soon, our settlement will have-a 
very deserted appeurance; and’ as the wind 
is blowing';vigorously from the north ast 
prosont, it is not at all unlikely that we 
may; be for a few days without a foreign 
ship: in the port, Tho weather alroady 
begins to get very warm. * 

‘To-morrow Mr, Francis P. Knight, the 
oldest mercantile représontative of this port, 
leaves for a time Newchwang, with which 
he has beon so intimately connected for a 
period of fourteen years, Not only has Mr 
Knight been a successful and enterprising 
merchant, but he has been for many years 
an onergetic and able Consul. To agreater 
degreé than most men has he'found time, 
amidst the cares and-perplexities of business, 
to devote attention to those political ques- 
tions which affect the present and future 
welfare of China in its rolations with weatern 
nations. His. position as Consul for the 
United States, Germany_and the Nether- 
lands, ‘has not only afforded Mr. Knight 
opportunities of studying Chinese subjects 
but it has brought him in intimate contact 
with most of the represontatives of foreign 
powers in Peking and many. of China's able 
statesmen. Mr Hart, the Inspector-General 
of Customs, bas shown his usual ability as a 
discerner of men in appointing Mr, Knight 
one of the (China) Commissioners to the 
Philadelphia Exhibition. If he'is only half 
as energetic asa Oommissioner as ho has 
been as 8 Consul-and merchant, we feel 
assured Mr Knigbt will discharge his duties 
in his new post with oredit and advantage 
to those he. is sent to represent, His 
colleagues and fellow-residen's at this port 
wish: him all honour and success in bis now 
appointment, and assure. him of a hearty 
welcome on his return to his old sphere of 
labour. Mr. Knight is expected to return 
to China in the spring of next year.— 
Shanghai Courier Correspondent,

The Java Bode’ states. that, shortly an

culture to.Java, is looking forward with

In Mid Java two slight shocks of earth- 
quake’ were folt on April 19th last. 

A terrible accident, which resulted in 

the death of five -men, ocourred on 
board the Spanish Mail Steamer Panay, 
now lying at- Tanjong Pagar. wharf, On 
the morning of the 7th instant, four days 
after leaving Manila, the forward steam 
dome burst, the fourth engineer, a Spaniard, 
the greaser, two firemen and the coal trim- 
mer, natives of the Phillipine Islands, were 
scalded; The latter died on the spot, thé 
fourth engineer died in the afternoon, and 
the others two days afterwards,

The following extract from a private 
letter from Pinang may be of some 
interest’ :— . - 

‘I hear from some of your old coolies in 
Laroot who have come here that the Indigo 
plants have thriven nicely, and that the 
Chinese have been cutting it and hava been 
speaking -to Mr. about it. No 
doubt if the place was thoroughly quiet the 

-Chinese “would -tura ‘their attention and 
thoughts to: planting and other quist pur- 
suits, But, I am afraid, as you say, that 
cannot be expected till Perak is thoroughly 
vand honestly annexed, as you term it, 
“‘administratively and judicially.” 

From late Batavia papers to the 8th 
instant are translated the following ‘ex- 
tracts from an Official report of the 
Military and Civil commanding Officer 
at.Acheen, dated the 25th ultimo :— 

“Daring the last few days the enemy 
have-given more signe of life. Thus on the 
14, a patrol fromi Ketapong Dua was hea- 
vily fired upon in the IX Mukims. On the 
16th one of our convoys between Oleh 
Karing and Kotta Alam was attacked 
by a numerous band.of Achineso, and 
it was sololy due to the oxcellent conduct 
of our Soldiers ( all Europeans ) that the 
whole detachment was not out to pisces, 
During the night of the 21st instant, about 
200 Achinese made two attacks on our 
fortification at Lamprit, but bad to give 
way, rhage dead, several weapons, 
and some bloodstained garments . Both 
these occurrences furnish anew clear proof 
that the war party do not intend, ‘At present, 
to Jay down their arms.

It would, be’ stretching a point to say that 
‘the letters which have emanated in such 
numbers from correspondents in Hainan, for 

ublication in the papers of Hongkong, and 

‘oochow, throw-any very new or valuable 
light upon the prospects of foreign commerce 
in that Island. They contain, it is true, many 
interesting and cntertaining details of (the 
pcan of Hoi-how, the social features 
ot the newly-reco niséd port, the physique

of the i, sea themselves, But such 

owover pledsizg, do not add

tributor to’one of.our contemporaries goes so 
farastorob. us of some -of the little comfort we 
had before derived from the well-known report 
‘of Mr. E. C. Taintor: That gentleman at. 
Jeast held out some. hopes of a large market 
being, found in Hainan for the importation 
of opium, a really very considerabld trade 
did then actually exist, and-it only required 
the assistance of: Government protection to 
developit indent: “We are now inform. 
ed that the drug is dealt in to a most limited 
extent; indeed, the people look disappoint- 
ingly healthy ; theix’ appearance is quite the 
reverse of that attributed toa race who aro 
violently addicted to -the soothing . pips. 
Then the bright prospects of the piece-goods 
trade are withered at a blow e million- 
and-a-half of. inhabitants appear a siniple 
race, whose. wants are few, and amply sup- 
plied from their own resourves. ‘ ‘The cot- 
ton and silk ‘oloths,” we are’ mournfully 
assured, ‘manufactured at Wan-chow, & 
town about fifteen miles from the East const 
‘of Hainan, are formidable rivals to any effort 
which may be made to introduce Manchester 
gqods, Some twonty sorts ara to be'seen in 
tho collection now on view at the Chamber 
of Commerce 

9.60 per 100 Chinese feet of 14 inches wide, 

or the best quality of silk prey down to 
$1.30 for a similar length and size of coarse 
cotton, These end the intermediate quali- 
ties of piece ailk, silk” and cotton mixed, 
grass-oloth: and hemp-cloth, supply the 
wants of the natives in a way which renders 
it doubtful whether our own manufacturers 
can compete with the native weavers at 
remunerative prices.” Very doubtful indeed, 
.at any tate until Manchester 
moanvfacturers will make up their minds to 
employ o little more honesty and rather loss 
clay in the Sp ieewer of their goods, - As 
matters stand at present, foreign picos-goods 
apes likely to prove every bit as much of 
a drug as opjum itself, and itis clear that 
until the Hainan people become “rather. more 
civilised chins Gy are now, by.the presence 
of a Custom-house and a Consulate, there is 
little chance of our merchants being able to 
create new wants in their primitive breasts 
Consequently our Southern friends groan 
exceedingly because Pakhoi was not opened 
instead ;/and on: broad grounds, they are 
very probably right. Sis Thomas Wade, it 
appears, was desirous of it; he waited most 
anxiously for a memorial upon the subject, 
and was more ready to grant than the Hong- 
kong ‘Chamber of Commerce and the mer- 
cantile public were to pray. But after all 
Hainan may turn up trumps. There ar 
known to be gold-fields in: the. interior of the 
Island, gold-tields which have been already 
worked, and which were only closed about | 
the year 1700 on account of the ferocity of 
the aborigines. These persons, we are sorry 
to say, appear to,be not very much more 
amiably disposed now than they were in the 
reign of Kang-hi, for we have Just heard of 
some rather seyore skirmishes between them 
and the Chinest; but it isto be hoped thot 
the pom a influences of Western civilisation 
will gradually make themselves felt all over 
the interior and that in coursé of time thess 
long-closed sources of wealth will. be. ono. 
more reopened for the benefit; of both for- 
eiguors-and natives. It must not be forgot- 
ten—and this is by no meas an unimportast

another island-dependency of China, pro- 
portionately, than in Chins itself. Here in 
our immediate a eka the anthorities 
are opposing the Woosung railway tooth and 
nail: in Formosa they are making a railwi 
themselves, and this in connection wil 
mining operations.
